Although the people are more fa- 
miliar with the names and records, the 
aspirations and policies of the Demo- 
cratic and the Republican candidates 
for the Presidency, Norman Thomas, 
Socialist candidate for chief executive 
of the United States, is a comparative 
stranger to the American public. 

Norman Thomas was born in Mapion, 
Ohio, in 1884. He earned his first pen- 
nies as a newsboy, working for War- 
ren G. Harding on the Marion “Star.” 
Coming fpom a distinguished clerical 
ancestry, young Norman entered Boek- 
aell College at 18, to prapare himself 
for the ministry. Through tbe finan- 
cial aid of a relative, he entered Prince- 
ton a year later, there completing his 
college education. 

Going to Hie Eaat Side of New York 
as a settlement worker, he came into 
intimate contact with tbe suffering and 
misery of the slum dwellers. Thie had 
a decided influence on his philosophy, 
convincing him that capitalism had lit- 
tle to offer the worker. After sev- 
eral years he was appointed assistant 
ministar to the famous Rev. Dr. Henry 
Van Dyke, at the Brick Presbyterian 
Church, on Fifth avenue. 

Became Journalist 

Leaving the ministry in 1918 he 
formed ‘‘The World Tomorrow,” which 
he edited for four years. This journal 
has since become an influential organ 
of liberal Christianity and Socialism. 
Likewise, at this time, he helped found 
and guide the American Civil Libartiaa 
Union, an organisation in the forefront 
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of defense of civil and political liber- 
ties. In 1919 he became associate edi- 
tor of the “Nation." Together with Dr. 
H. W. Leidler, he founded the league 
for Industrial Democracy, which now 
has over 160 branches in aa many col- 
leges and universities. Practically
